Asked his view of Mr: Pearton's preposterous 
forecast of the ascendancy of the yellow races, 
Str Thomas answered-— 

“The crucial question of the fature will be, 
not whether théy will absorb the Western 
nations, but which western nation will absorb 
China? . . . Whoshall have the governing 
and drilling. of these great masses of hardy, 
obedient, and most governable people? Even 
one slice of China, with its mifillons of potential 
soldiers, would give to any’ one European 
Power an enormously preponderant. welght Ip 
the councils ofthe world. . . , Whichever 
among the great Powers: bas the Chinese to

ARMAGEDDON APPROACHING ? - 


This prospect of the opening of the Pacific 
phase of “the eternal Eastern Question,!’ 
with China [n place of Turkey, with ‘the 
United States added to the list of contending 
emplres, and with the ultimate sovereignty of the 
entire globe as the price of battle, suggesta 
something like the Armageddon of Apocslyptic 
dreamers.

POSSIBLE REVOLUTION IN CHINA, 

Mr. Gundry, welting on the same subject In 
the Fortnightly, taye with reference to a possl- 
ble march o1 Peking 1—~ : 

“There are, in Chins, ever present possiblil- 
tles of revolution ; and that reflection has doubt- 
less had its share in deciding European Govern- 
menis-to reinforce their navies in the East. Not 
even the Imperial Government, probably, can 
catlmate the strength of the secret socletles. 
Little has been beard lately of the Tiiads, which 
has for Its avowed object the ‘overthrow of the 
Manchus ; but a great deal has been heard of the 
Kolaohwel, which was accused of instigating the 
late. outrages ia the Yaogisze Valley, and against 
which severe measures of repression have been 
taken, These are all regarded as constituting 


‘| possible elements of insurrection; and no one 


Can predict at what point, or what, moment, fhe 
occasion may be considered to have arisen,-’ 
weakening of the band of govérnment may be 
‘se'zed upon as affording opportunity ; a serlous 
military reverse might be taken as indicating 
that Heaven ‘had withdrawn its favour from the 
dynasty. It ie this, rather than the ‘strategic 
importance of the blow, that would constitute 
the danger of a Japanese advance. on Peaking,”
